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' XXV1I Notorious offenders not to be aumitted to the Communion, 
TO Miniſter ſhall in any wiſe admit tothe receiving of the 
Holy Communion, any of kis C ure or Flock, which be 0- 
penly known to live in fin notorious without repentance; nor any 
who have maliciouſly and openly contended with their Neigh- 
bours untill chey ſhall be reconciled: Nor any Church-wardens or 
Side-men, who having taken their Oaths to prefent to their Ord = 
naries all ſuch publick offen ces, as they are particularly charged to 
inquire of in their ſevrral pariſhes, ſhall (no:withſtanding their 
faid Oaths, and that their faithfull diſcharging cf them is the 
cheif means whereby publick (ins and offences may be retormed and 
puniſhed) wittingly and willingly, deſperately and iercligioul.y 
incurr the hocible crime of perjury, eicher in negleRing, or in refu« 
ſing ta preſent ſuch of the faid enormities and publick off. nces, as 
they know themſelves co be committed in their ſaid Pariſhes, or 
are notoriouſly offenſive to the Congregation therez although 
they be urged by ſome of their Neighbours. or by their Miniſte: 
or by their Ocdinarie himſelf. to diſcharge their coniciences by 
preſenting of them, and not to incurr ſo deſperately the {aid hor« 
rible fin of perjurie. 
XX VII. Schiſmatichs not to be admitted tothe Communion- 
O Miniſter, when he celebrateth the communion , ſhall wit- 
tingly adminiſter the ſame to any, but to ſuch as kneel, un= 
der pain of ſuſp:nicn, nor under the like pain to any that refule co 
be preſent at pubvlick prayers: according to the Orders of the 
Church-of England; nor to any that arecommon and n>torious 
Depravers of the Book of Commcne-prayer, anJ admiailtraticn' 
of the Sacraments, and of the Ocders, Rites afi 1 Ceremonies therc- 
in preſcribed, or of any thing that is contained in any of the Ar:

Except every ſuch perfon (hall 
firſt acknowledge to the Miniſter before the Church- Wardens, his 
repentance for the ſame, and promiſe by worJ(it he cannot write) 
that he will do ſo no more; and except (it he can wrice ) he (ſhall firlt 
d >theſame under his handwriting,to bedelivered to the Miniſter and 
by him ſent to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, orOcdinairy of the place, 
Provided that every Miniſter ſo repelling any (as is (pecihed either 
ia this-or the next precedent conſtitution (hall upon complaiat, or 
bcing requiced

X XX, The lawfull uſe of the Groſs in Baptiſm explained. 

1 V E are ſorry that his Majetties moſt princely care and pains 

taken in the conference at Hampto';=C ourr, amonglt many 
other points, touching this one of the Croſe in Baptiſm, hath 
taken no better effe&t with many , but that ſtill the uſe of itin 
Baptiſm is ſo greatly ſtuck ar, and impugned. For the further de- 
claration thereof of the true uſe. of this Ceremony, and for the re. 
moving of all ſuch ſcruple as mightany wayes trouble the conſci. 
ences of them who are indeed rightly Religious, following the 
royl ſteps of our moſt worthy King, becauſe he therein followeth 
therules of the Scriptures, and the praQice ofthe Primitive Church 
we do.commend all the erue Members of the Church of England, 
theſe our diretions and obſervations enſuing. 

Firſt, it is to be obſerved, that although the Jews and Ethnicks 
derided both the Apoſil:s and the reſt of the C triftians for preach, 
ing and beleiving in him who was cruciftted upon the C roſs: Yer 
all, both Apoſtles and C hriltians, were ſo far trum being diſcour. 
agedfrom their profeſſion by the ignominie of the C roſs, as they 
rather 
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rather rejoyced Md triumphedin ic. Yea, the Holy Ghoſt by the 
mouths of the Apoſtles did honour the Name of the Crofſe (being 
hatefull among the Jews) ſo far, that under it, he comprehended 
not only Chrift crucified, but the force, effe&s, and merits of his 
Death and paſſion, with all the comforts, truits, and promiſes 
which we receive or expe thereby. 

Secondly, the honor and dignity ofthe Name of the croſs, be- 
gat a reyerend eftimation even in the Apoltles times ( for ought 
that is known to the contrary) of the ſign of the Croſs: Which ths 
Chriſtians ſhortly after uſed in all their aftions, thereby making an 
outward ſhew and profeſion, even to the aſtoniſhment of —_— 
that they were notaſhamed to acknowledge him tor their Lord and 
Saviour, who died for themupon the croſſe. And this fign they did 
not only uſe themſelves with a kind of glory, when they met with 
any Jews; but ſigned there with their children when theywere chri- 
ſened, to dedicate them by that badge to his ſervice, whoſe benefits 
beſtowed upon them in Baptiſm, the name ofthe Croſs, did repre. 
ſent. And this aſe of the fign of the Croſs in Baptiſm, was held in 
the Primicive C hureh, as well by the Greeks, as the Latins, with 
one conſent and great applaufe, At what time, if any had oppoſed 
themſelves again it, chey would certainly have been cenſured as 
Enemies of the name of the croſs, and conſequently of C hriſts me- 
ries, the ſign whereof they could no better endare. This continual 
and general uſe of the ſign of the croſs, is evident by many teſti- 
monies of the ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly, it muſt be-confefſed, that in proceſs of time, the fign of 
the Croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church of Rome, eſpecially af- 
ter that corruption of poperie had once poſſeſſed it, But the abuſe of 
a thing doth not take away the lawfull uſe of it. Nay ſofar was it 
from the purpoſe of the Church of England, to foriake and reje&t 
the Churches of Ttaly, France, Spain, Germany, or any ſuch like 
Churches, in all thirgs which they held and praQtiſed,, that as the 
Apologie of the Church of England confeſſeth, it doth with rever- 
ence retain thoſe Ceremonies, which do neither endammage the 
Church of God, nor offend the minds of ſober men; And onely de. 
parted from them in thoſe particular points, wherein they: were 
fallen, both from themſelyes in their ancient integrity, and from 
the Apoſtolical Churches, which were their firſt founders,[n which 
reſpet, amongſt ſome . other yery ancient ceremonies, the Fn of 
the Croſs In Baptiſm hath been retained in this Church, both by the 
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Judgement and pratice of thoſe reverend Fathges, and great Di- 
vines in the days of King Edward: the 6, of whom ſome conſtantly 
luffered for the profeſſion of the truth ; and others being exiled in 
the time of Queen Mary, did after their return in the beginning of | 
the Reign ot our late dread Soveraign, continually defend and uſe 
the ſame. This reſolution and praftice of our Church hath been 
allowed and approved by the cenſure upon the Communion:-book 
In KingEdwerd the (ixth his day*,and by the harmony of confeſſions 
of latter years; becauſe indeed, the uſe of this ſign in Baptiſm was 
ever accompanied here with ſuch ſufficient c-ut'o18 and exceptions 
againſt all Popiſh ſuperſtition and errour, as In the like caſes are 
either fit or convenient. 

Firſt, the Church of England, ſince the aboliſhing of Popery, 
hath ever held and taught, and (o doth hoid and teach {till, that the 
lign ofthe C roſs uſed in Baptiſm, is nopart of the ſubſtance of 
that Sacrament. For when the Miniſter dipping the infant in water 
or laying water upon the face of it(as the manner alſo is, ) hath 
pronounced theſe words, I Baptize t et ih the Name of the Father, and 
of the Snn, and of the Holy Gboſt, the Infant is fully and perfetly 
baptized: So as the (izn of the C roſs being afterwards uſed, doth 
neither add any thirg to the vertue or perfetion of B. p:iſm, nor 
being omitted doth detraQt any thing from the effet and ſubltance 

it, 

Secondly, ic is apparent in the Communion book, that the infant 
baptized is by vertue of B aptiſin, before it be (igned with che fign 
of the Croft, received into the C ongregation of Chriſts Flock, as 
a perfe& member thereof, and not by any power aſcibed unto the 
gn of the Croſs. So that for the very remembrance of the Croſs 
which is very precious to all them that rightly believe in Jeſus 
C briſt, and in the other reſpefts mentioned, the Church of England 
hath retained ſtjll the ſign of it in Baptiſm: Following therein the 
Primitive and Apoſtolical C harthes, and accounting it a. Jawfull 
outward Ceremonie and honourable badge, whereby the Infant is 
dedicated to the ſervice of him that died upon the C roſs, as by the 
words uſed in the Book of C ommon=prayer it may apprar- 

Laſtly the uſe of the ſign of the C roſs in Baptiſm, being thu; 
purged from all Popiſh ſuperſtition anderror, and reduced in the 
Church of Englandto the primarie Inſtirution of it upon thoſe 
trne Rules of Doftrine concerning things indifferent, which are 


conſonant to the word of God, and. the judgements of all the an- 
cient 
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Canons Eccleſiaſtical. 
cient Fathers: We hold icthe part ot every private man, both 
Miniſter and other, reverently to retain the true uſe of it preſcribed 
by publick Authority, conſidering that things of them(ſclyes in-

fion, and all good means he can deviſe, to reclaim both them,and 
all other wichin his Dioceſle fo affeRed. 
LXVII. Minifters to viſit the ſick, 
V He1 any perſon is dangerouſly ſick in any Pariſh, rhe 
Miniſter or Curat ( having knowledge thereof) ſhall 
reſort unto him or her { if the diſeaſe be not known or probably 
ſuſpeRed to be infeRious ) to inftruſt and comfort them q m

{lack to do his laſt duty. Andafter the parties death ( if ivſo fall 
out ) there ſhall be rung no more but one ſhort Peal, and one 
other before the burial, and one other after the burial. 
LXVIIl. Miniſters not torefuſe to Chriſten or Bury. 
N? Miniſter ſhall refuſe or delay to Chriſten any child, ac- 
cording to the form of the Book of Common-Prayer, that 
is brought to the Church to him upon Sundayes or Holy-dayes, 
to be chriſtned, or to bury any corps that is brought to the 
Ghurch or. Church-yard, ( convenieat warning being giveu 
him thereof before ) in ſuch manner, and forme as is preſcribed 
inthe faid book of Common Prayer. And if he ſhall refuſe to 
chriſtenthe one, or bury the other, except the party deceaſed 
were denounced excommunicated Aajors excommmnnicatione, for 
ſome, grievous. and notorious crime, ( and no man able to teſti- 
fie of his repentance, Jhe ſhall be ſuſpended by the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs from his Miniſtry by the ſpace of three moneths 
LX!X. Miniſters nt to drfer chriſtning, if the Child be in 
danger. 
FF any Miniſter being duely withaut any manner of colluſion, 
informed of the-weakneſle, and danger of death of any Infant 
unbaprized in bis Pariſh, and thereupon deſired to go-or come 
to the place where the ſaid [nfant remaineth, to baprizetbe ſame, 
ſhal! either wiltully refuſe co do, or of p..rpoſe, or of groſſe neg- 
ligence ſhall ſo deferre the time, as when he might conveniently 
have reſorted co the place, and have baptized the ſaid Infant, it 
dyech chrough ſuch his default unbaptized ; the faid Miniſter 
. hill be ſaſpenicd for three moaeths, and betore his reſtitution 
ſhall acknowledge his fault, and promiſe before his Ordinary 
thehe will oc witt ngly incurre che like again. Provided that 
where there is a Curat, or & Subſticuce, this conſtitution ſhall 
not extend to che Parſon, or Vicar himſelf, but the Curat or 
Subſticuce preſent. 
LXX. Miniſters to keep a Regiſter of Chriſtnings, Weddings,and 
Borials. 
IN every Pariſh Church and Chappel within this Realm, ſhall 
be provided one parchment book, atthe charge of che _ 
wherein 
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wherein ſhall be wriccen the day and year of every Chriſtning , 
Wedding. or Burial, which have been in the Pariſh, ſince the 
timethas the Law was firſt made in that behalf, ſo far as the an- 
cient Book thereof can be procured, bur eſpecially ſince the be- 
ginning of the Reign of the late Queen. And for the ſafe keep- 
ing of the ſaid Book, the Church-Wardens at the charge of the 
Pariſh, ſhal! provide one ſure Coffer with three Locks, and 
Keyes, whereof the one to remain with the Miniſter, and the 0- 
ther two with the Church-Wardens, ſeveral, ſo that neicher he 
Miniſter without the two Church-Wardens, nor the Chuich- - 
Wardens without the Miniſter, ſhall at any time take that Book 
out of the ſaid Coffer. And henceforth; upon every Sabbath 
day, immediately after Vorning or Evening Prayer, the Mini- 
ter and Church-Wardens ſhall cake the ſaid Parchment Book 
out of the ſaid Coffer, and the Miniſter in the preſence of the 
Church-Wardens ſha'l write, and record io the ſaid Book, the 
names of all perſons chriſtned, together with rhe names a d fir- 
names of their Parents; and alſo the names* of all perſons mar- 
ried, and buried in that Pariſh, in the week before; and the 
day, and the year of every ſuch Chriſtning, Marriage, and Bu- 
rial : And that done, they ſhall lay up that Book in the Coffer as 
t eſore : and the Miniſter and Churck-Wardens unto every page 
of that Book, when ir ſhall be filled with ſuch inſcription, ſhall 
ſubſcribe cheir names. And the Church-Wardens ſhall once c- 
very year within one month after the 25. day of March, tranſ- 
mit unto the Biſhop of the Dioceſle, or his Chancellour, a true 
Copy of the names of ail perſons Chriſtned, Married, or Buri- 
ed in their Pariſhin the year before, ( ended the ſaid 25. day of 
Ma ch) and the certain dayes, and moneths in which every ſuch 
Chriftning, Marriage, and Burial was had, to be ſubſcribed with 
the hands of the ſaid Miniſter and Church-Wardens, to the end 
the ſame-may faithtully be preſerved in the Regiſtry of the ſaid 
Biſhop, which certificate ſhall be received without Fee. And 
if the Miniſter or Church-Wardens {| all be negligent in perform- 
arceof a y thing herein contained , it ſhall be lawful for the 
Biſhop, or kis Chancellour, to convent them, and proceed :- 
gainlt every of them as contemners of this our Conſti- 
vution, 
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LXXI, Miniſters net to Preach or adminiſter the Communion 
in private houſes. 
N?2 Miniſter ſhall Preach or adminiſter the holy Communi- 
L V on inany Private Houſe, except it be in times of neceſlicie, 
when any being either ſo impotent as he cannot go to the 
Church, or very dangerouſly ſick, are defirons to be partakers 
of char holy Sacrament under pain of ſuſpenſion for the firſt of- 
ence, and Excommunication for the ſecond. Provided ; that 
Houſes -are here reputed for private Houſes, wherein are no 
Chappels dedicated, and allowed by the Eccleſiaſtical Lawes of 
this Realm. And provided alſo under the pain before expreſſed, 
that no Chaplaynes do preach or adminiſter the Communion in 
any other places, but in the Chappels of the ſaid Houſes, and 
that alſo they do the ſame very ſeldom upon Sundays, and Holy- 
daies. Sotbat both the Lords, and Maſters of the ſaid Houſes , 
and their Families, ſhall at other times receive the holy Commu- 
nion atleaſt once every year. 
LXXI'. AAiniſters not to appoint publick, or private Faſts, or 
Propbeſies, or to exerciſe, but by authority. 
: { O Miniſter or Miniſters ſhall without the Licence and dire- 
L V Rion of the Biſhop of the Dioceſe firſt obtained and had 
under his Hand and Seal, appoint or keep any ſolemn Faſts, either 
publickly, orin any private Houſes, other then ſuch as by Law 
are, or. by publick Authority ſhall be appointed, nor ſhall be wit- 
ringly preſent at any of them, under pain of ſuſpenſion for the 
firſt fault, of Excommunication for the ſecond, and of Depoft- 
tion from the Miniſtry for the third.” Neither ſhall any Mini- 
{ter not licenced, as is aforeſaid, preſume to appoiat or hold any 
meetings for Sermons, commonly termed by ſome Propheſies, or 
Exerciſes,in Market Towns.or other places,under the ſaid paines: 
Nor without ſuch Licence to attempt upon any pretence what- 
ſoever, cither of Poſleſlion or Obſeſſion, by faſting; and prayers 
tocaſt out any Devil or Devils, under pain of imputation of im- 
polture, or couzenage, and depoſicion from the miniſtry. 
LXXIl." Miniſters not to hold private Conventicles. 
| ar yan all Conventicles, and ſecret meetings of Priefts 
and Miniſters-have been ever juſtly accounted very hurtful to 
theatre of-the Church wherein they live; We do now ordain 
and conſtitute, That no Prieſts or Miniſters of the word of God, 
nor any other Perſons ſhall n.ezt together 1n any private houſe 
| or 
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or elſewhere, to conſult upon any matter or courſe to be t aken 
by them, or upon their motion or direCtion by any other» which 
may any way tend to the impeaching or depraving of the Do&- 
rine of the Church of Exgland, or of the Book of Common 
Prayer, or of any part of the Government and diſcipline now e- 
fabliſhed in the Church of England, under pain of Excommu- 
nication ip/o fatto. - 

LXXIiV. Dreency in Apparel enjoyned to Miniſters, 
SF: HE true; ancient, and flouriſhing Churches of Chriſt,being 

everdelirous that their Prelacy and Clergy might be bad 
as well in outward reverence,as otherwiſe regarded for the wor- 
thineſle of their Miniſtry, did think it fit by a ''reſcript forme 
of decent and comely apparel, to have them known to the peo- 
ple, and thereby to receive the honour, and eſtimation due ro 
the eſpecial Meſſengers,. and Miniſters of Almighty God. We 
therefore following their grave judgmenc, and the ancient Cu- 
ſtome of the Churchof England, and hoping that in time new- 
fangleneſfe of Apparel in ſome faRious perſons will die of it ſelf, 
do conſtitute, and appoint, T hat the Arch-Biſhops, and Biſhops 
ſhall not intermit to uſe the accuſtomed Apparel of their degrees. 
Likewiſe all Deans, Maſters of Colledges, Arch-Deacors, and 
Prebendaries in Cathedral or Collegiate Churches, (being Prieſts 
or Deacons) Doors in Divinity, Law, and Phyſick, Batchelors 
in Divinity. Mafters of Arts, and Batchelors of Law, having any 
Eccle'iaſticall living, ſhall uſually weare Gownes with ſtanding 
collars, and fleevesſtreight at the hands, or wide ſleeves, as is 
vſed.in the Univerſities, wit h Hoods or Tippets of Silk or Sarce- 
net, and ſquare Caps. And tharall other Min'ſters, admitted or 
to-be admitted inro chat funRion, (t all alſo uſually wear the like 
Apparel, as is aforeſaid, except T ippets, onely. We do further 
in like manner ordain ; That all the ſaid Eccleſiaſtical Perſons 
above mentioned , ſhall uſually wear in their Journeys , Cloaks 
with ſleeves, commonly called Prieſts-Cloaks without guards, 
welts, long-Buttons, or Cuts. And no Eccleſiaſtical Perſons 
ſhall wear any Coife, or wrought Night-caps, but onely plain 
Night-Caps of black Silk,Satten, or Velver. In all whieh par- 
ticulars concerning the Apparel here preſcribed, our meaning 
is not to attribute any. holineſſe, or ſpecial w. rthineſſe to the 
faid Garments, bur for decency, gravity, and orders as is be- 


fore ſpe ified. © Io private Houſe , and in their Studies, :the faid 
perſon's 
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perſons Ecclefiaftical may uſe any come'y, and Scholler like Ap- 
patel, Provided it be not cutar pinkr, and that jn publick they 
0'not in'their Dubler, and Hoſe, without Coats of Caſſockes: 
and alſo that they wear not any light-coloured Stockins. Like- 
wiſe poor Beneficed men, and Curats, (not being able ro pro- 
vide themſelves long Gowns) may go in ſhort Gowns, of the 
faſhion aforeſaid. ; | 
LXXV. Sober converſation required in Miniſters. 
O Eccleſiaſtical perſons ſhall at any time, other rhen for 
their honeſt neceſlicies , reſort ro any Taverns or Ale- 
houſes, neither ſhall they Board or Lodge in any fach places. 
Furthermore, they ſhall noc give themſelves to any baſe or ſer- 
vile labour, or to Drinking, or Ryot, ſpending their time idely 
by Day or Night, playingac Dice, Cardes, or Tables, or any 0- 
ther unlawful Game : But at all times converven”, thy ſhall hear 
or read ſomwhat of the holy Scriptures or ſhall occupy.them- 
ſelves with ſome ocher honeſt ſtudy or exerciſe, alwaies doing 
the chings which ſhall appercain ro honeſty, and endeavouring 
to profit the Church of- God, having alwaies in mind that they 
0uZhr to excel all others in purity of Life, and ſhould be Exam- 
ples of the people to live well, and Chri'tianly, under pain of Ec- 
clefiaſtical cenſures to be inflited with ſeveruy, according to 
the qualittesof cheir offences. 
*  LXXVI.' Afiniſfers at ns time to forſake their calting. 
O man being admitted a Deacon or Miniſter, ſhall from 
thenceforth voluntarily relinquiſh the ſame. nor after- 
ward uſe himſelf in the courſe of his life, as a Lay-man upon 
pain of Excommunication.

LXXViIF, Carats deſirous to teach, to be licenſed before others. 
JN what Pariſh Church or Chappcl (oever there 1s a Curate 
which is a Maſter of Arts, or Batchelor of Arts, or is other- 
wiſe well able to teach Youth, and will willingly ſo do, for 
the better increaſe of his living, and training up of children 
in the -principles of true Religion : We will and ordain, that 
a Licence to teach Youth of the P.riſh where he ſeryeth, be 
granted to none by the Ordinary of chatplace but. only e> 
the ſaid Curat : Provided always, that this conſtitution ſhall 
not extend to any Pariſh or Chappel in Country Towns, where 
there is a publick S-hool tounded already : In which caſe we 
think it not meetto 2l/ow any to; tzach Grammar, but only 
him that is allowed for che ſaid publick School. 
LAXIX. The datie of Schoolmaſters. 
Ll School-malters (ha'l ceach in Engliſh or Latine, as the 
Children are ablg to bear, the larger or ſhorter Cate. 
chiſm heretofore by publike Authoricy ſet forth. And as 
often as any Sermon {hall be upon Holy and Feſtival days 
within the Pariſh where they teach, they ſhall bring their 
Schullars to the Church where ſuch Sermons ſhall be made, 
and there ſee them quietly, and ſoberly behave chemſelved , 
and (hall examine them at times convenient after their Return, , 
what they have born away of ſuch Sermons, Upon other 
days and at other times they ſhall train them up with ſach 
Sentences of Holy Scripture, az-ſhall be moſt expedient to in- 
duce them to all godlineſ(s; and they ſhall teach che Grammar 
ſet forth by King Henry the eight, and continued in the times 
of King Edward the fixt, and Queen Elizabeth of noble me- 
mory, and none other. And it any Schoolmaſter being lis 
cenled, and having ſubſcribed, as aforeſaid, ſhall offend in a- 
ny of the premiſes, or either (peak, write, or teach againſt a- 
ny thing whereunto he hath formecly ſubicribed,(if upon ad- 
monition of the Ordinary, he do do not amend; and reform

cants alfo more conveniently, and in more numbec may com*- 
manicate with the ſaid Miniſter; and that the ren Commande? 
ments be ſerup upon the Eaſt-:nd of every Church an j Chap»

choſen Sentences written upon the walls of the ſaid Churches, 
and Chappels in places converient: ard likewiſe that a couve- 
nient ſeat be made for the Miniſter to read ſervice in, All theſe 
to be done at the charge of the Pariſh.

help che poor and needy; knowing that to relieve the poor is 
a ſacrifice which pleaſeth God, and that alſo whatſoever is given 
for their comfort, is given to Chrilt himſelf, and is ſo accepted 
of him, that he will mercifully reward the ſame. The which

CXXXII, Preftors prehibited the Oath In animam Domini ſui, 

Oxaſmuch as in the probate of Teſtaments, and ſuits for admi- 
Þ aiteaion of the goods of Perſons dying inteſtate, the Oaths 
uſually taken by ProRors of Courts 1» animam conflituentis , is 
found to be inconvenient : We do therefore decree, and'ordain, 
that every Executor or Sutor for Adminittration ,ſhall perſonally 
repair tothe Judge in that behalf, or his Surrogate, and in his own 
Perſon(and not by Proor) take the oatn accuſtomed in theſe caſes, 
Bur if by reaſon ef ſicknefle or age, or any orher juſt ler or impedi- 
ment he be not able to make his perſonal appearance before the 
Judge, ir ſhall be lawful fot che Juage (there being faith firſt made 
by a credible Perſon , of the truth of his ſaid hindrance or impedi- 
ment) te granta Commiſſion ro ſome grave Eccleſiaſtical perſon a- 
biding near the Party aforeſaid, whereby he ſhall give power and au- 
rhority to the ſaid Ecclefiaftical Perſon 1n his Read to miniſter the 
accuſtomed oath above mentioned, ro the Executor or Suror for ſuch 
adminiſtration, requiring the ſaid Subſtitute , that by a faithful ard 
ruſty meflenger he cercibe the ſaidggudge truly, and fairhfully whar 
he hath dene therein.

Oraſmuch as it is found by experience, that the loud and 
1 confuſed cries, and clamours of Proftors inthe Courts of 
the Arch- Biſhop, are not only tronbleſom and offenſive to 
the Judge, and Advocates, but alfo give occaſion to the 


fanders by, of contempt and calnmny toward the Court ic 
ſelf : that more reſpe& may be had to the dignity of the 
Judge, then heretofore, and chat cauſes may more eafily, and 
commodiouſly be handled and diſpatched 5; We charge and 
enjoyn chat all Proftors in the ſaid Courts do eſpeciallyin- 
tend, that the As be faithfully entred, and ſet down by the 
Regiſter , according to the advice, and direfion of the Ad- 
vocate, that the (aid Proftors refrain loud ſpeech, and brab- 
ling, and behave themſelves quietly, and modeftly , and that 
when ei-her the Judges, or Advocates, or any of them ſhall 
happen co (pe:k, they preſently be filent, npon pain of filen- 
ciag for ewo whole Terms then immediately following every 
ſuch offence of theirs. And if any of them ſhall che ſecond 
time «tf:zad herein, and after due monition ſhall not reform 
bim:elt : ler him be for ever removed from his practice.

F any Regiſter, or Deputy, or Subſtitute whatſoever ,

CXXXV. A certain rate of Fees due to all Ecelefi- 
ailical Officers. 


O Biſhop, Suffragan, Chancellor, Commiſſary, Arch- 

Deacon, Official, nor any other exerciſing * ccleſj:{\ical 
Juriſdi&ion whatſoever, nor any Regiſter of any 'Ecclcfiaftical 
Courts, nor any Minifter belonging to any of the (aid Officers 
or Courts, (Hall hereafter, for any cauſe incidient to their ſe» 
verall Offices, take or receive any other or greater Fees, then 
ſuch as were certified tv the moſt Reverend Father in God, 
70 HN, late Arch-biſhop of Cantrrbury, in the year of our 
Lord Ged 15 97, and were by him ratified and approved, un- 
der pain of every ſuch Judge, Officer, or Miniſter c ffending 
herein, ſhall be ſuſpended from the exerciſe of their (everall 
Ofhices, for the ſpace of ſix months for every ſuch offence. Al- 


wayes 
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wayes provided, That if any Queſtion ſhall ariſe concerning 
the certainty of the (aid Fees, or any of them : Then thoſe 
Fees thall be held for Jawfull, which the Arch-biſhop of Can- 
tertury for the time being ſhall under his hand approve, except 
the Statutes of this Realm before made, do in auy particular 
caſe expreſſe ſome other Fees to be due.

Apparitors. 


CXXXVII. The number of Apparitors reſtrained, 
Þ neon as we are deſirous to rediefſe ſuch abuſes 


and agrievances as are faid to grow by Suniners or Ap- 

parjtors : Wethink it meet that the multicude of Ap- 
paritors be ( as much as is poſſible ) abridged, or reſtrained. 
Wherefore we decree and ordain, that no Biſhop, or Arch- 
Deacon, or their Vicars or Officials, or other inferiour Ocdi- 
naries, ſhall depute, or have more Apparitors to ſerve their 
Juriſdi&ions reſpe&ively, then either they or their Prede- 
ceſſors were accuſtomed co have thirty years before the pub- 
liſhiag of chele our. preſent Conſtitutions, All which Appa- 
ritors ſhall by chemſelves faithfully: execute their Offices, 
neither fhall chey by any colour or pretence whatſoever,

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cauſe or ſufferſtheir Mandats to be executed by any Meſſen> 


gers or Subſtitutes, unlefle it be vpcn ſome good cauſe to be 


known and approved by the Oi dinary of the place, More- 
over , they ſhall nor take upon them the Office of Promoters 
or Infor mers for the Court, neither ſhall they exa& more or 
greater Fees, then ae in theſe cur Conſtitutions formerly 
preſcribed. And if either the number ofthe Apparitors de- 
puted ſhall exceed the aforeſaid limitation, or any of thefaid 
Apparitors ſhall offend in any of the premiſes, the Perſons de- 
puting them, i: they be Biſhops, ſhall upon admonition of their 
Superiour, diſcharge the Perlons exceeding the number fo li- 
mited. |t Inferiour O1dmaries, the) ſhall be ſuſpended from 
the execution of their Office, untill they have diſmifled the 
Apparicors by them (o deputed, and the Parties themſelves 
ſo deputed (ball for ever be removed from the Office of Ap» 
paritors : And if being (o removed, they defift not from the 
exerciſe of their ſaid Offices, ler them be puniſhed by Ecclefi- 
aftical cenſures, as Perions contumacious, Provided, thac if 
upon experience the number of the ſaid Apparitors be too 
great in any Diocefle, in the judgement of the Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury, for the time being, they ſhall by him be to abrid- 
ged, as he ſhall chink meer and convenient,
